GENERAL 


The enrollment of the Pownal Elementary School on January 3, 1978 was 420 as compared 
to 433 last year.

Pownal is paying for 16 pupils attending Special Education classes. There are 284 pupils now 
attending Mt. Anthony Union High School. 


A review of pupil progress taken from the Statistical Report of the school for the year ending 
June 30, 1977 shows that of the 481 pupils enrolled during the year, 384 were promoted, 31 
were not promoted and 66 transferred to other schools. 


Our teaching staff consists of 17 full time and one half time classroom teachers, a full time 
physical education teacher, a full time librarian, a vocal music teacher for three (3) days per 
week, an instrumental music teacher one (1) day per week, two reading teachers for five hours 
per day (salary paid for by a Federal Grant) and a speech therapist two days per week. We also 
have a speech therapy aid for five hours per day and a school nurse for twenty-five (25) hours 
per week. In addition, we have a teacher for an early fives’ program and a teacher’s aid for the 
program (the salary for both is paid by a Federal Grant). This year through a Federal Grant, 
Pownal has the services of a Consulting Teacher and a consulting teacher’s aid. The teaching 
staff is expected to remain the same for the 1978-79 school year. 


CURRICULUM 


This past summer much work was put into developing ways to implement and evaluate the 
new Vermont State Basic Competencies mandated by the State Education Department. 
Teachers in each grade level are required to evaluate each child’s mastery of the competency 
assigned to the grade level. The Basic Competencies will involve much paper work and record 
keeping on the part of the teachers. It is expected, however, that the results will be better 
education for all students. 


The consulting teacher program was started this year to provide more assistance in planning 
programs for individual students who are having difficulties in school. The consulting teacher 
is a master teacher trained to help students, teachers and parents develop appropriate educa- 
tion programs. This year the consulting teacher has worked with teachers and parents to 
evaluate and develop programs for 45 students in grades K through VI. 


BUILDINGS 
Pownal Elementary School: This year of the 21 available classrooms, 19 are scheduled for 


full time daily use, one is scheduled for use 4 days per week for vocal and instrumental music 
classes. 
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This past summer all rooms were thoroughly cleaned and some repainting was done. Also, 
this past summer the ceilings in the Kindergarten rooms were replaced as well as ceiling pieces 
in one other room in the older part of the building. At the same time six inches of insulating 
material was installed in the ceilings to help conserve heat. 


Revenue sharing funds were used to re-blacktop the walks around the building. Revenue 
sharing funds have been requested for next year to help with improving various areas and 
equipment. 


Oak Hill School: The Oak Hill School building is leased to the Pownal Pre-School. The 
group pays for the heat, electricity and maintains the building in good repair. 


Pownal Center School: The Pownal Center School building is being used by the Pownal 
Senior Citizens Group. The group pays for the heat, electricity and maintains the building in 
good repair. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Pownal owns five 60-passenger school buses, one 66-passenger school bus and one 
28-passenger school bus. The bus fleet includes a 1968, 1970, 1975, 1976 and 1977 Interna- 
tional; a 1971 GMC and a 1972 Ford. The 1977 International 28-passenger bus was purchased 
this year to replace the mini bus. We are operating six buses each day with some double pickup 
and return runs.

The Solomon Wright Library enjoyed an exceptionally successful year; open on an average 
of 25 hours weekly, with Mrs. Constance Tornabene a C.E.D.A. worker in charge and assisted 
by Mrs. Lois Meistrel, working as a volunteer. 


Mrs. Bertha Lewis donated several house plants which are thriving and add much to the 
attractive aspect of the Library. Several village young people help out at the Library from time 
to time and we are grateful especially to Michael Lewis for shovelling snow, to Lynn Cook for 
cleaning and other help, also to April Haley, Kenneth Cook, Kimberly Miller, and Kimberly 
Held, who have helped with marking and shelving books. 


Miss Linda Donigan operated a local Bookmobile throughout the town during the summer, 
by virtue of a Vermont State Education mini-grant. 


All Pownal residents had the opportuity to have books delivered to their doors weekly. 


Miss Donigan also arranged a weekly story hour at the Library and in Pownal Center, 
during the duration of the grant. 


Mrs. Tornabene has completed cataloging over half the Library’s book collection and all 
books have been marked according to their location on the shelves. The cataloging process is 
continuing. 


The Library provides a comfortable and attractive place for children and adults to read for 
pleasure or do limited research. 


The Librarian and trustees gratefully acknowledge the numerous gifts of books, magazine 
and newspapers received from townspeople and friends. 


Gifts of books and library materials are allowable as contributions for tax purposes.

OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL

Bennington Opportunity Council (BOC) is the community action agency providing services 
and opportunities for self-help to low income and elderly in Bennington County. In spite of es- 
calating costs and growing numbers of persons needing services, BOC’s funding from federal 
sources has not increased in twelve years; therefore, supplemental funds from the towns we 
serve are vital to the continuation of these needed services. Below is an abbreviated report of 
the services provided to the town of Pownal.

Emergency transportation, help with forms and applications, assistance with 
finding housing, clothing, delivery of food stamps to disabled persons, shopping 
for shut-ins, advocating for our clients with other agencies, etc. 


BOC Programs and Community Projects 5013 
Winterization of homes, emergency loans for food and fuel, budget and credit 
counseling, community gardening project, Chore Service for Seniors, Home- 
maker Service for Seniors, Food Stamp Outreach, Home & Child Care Service 
(part-time job clearinghouse), educational opportunities. BOC continues out- 
reach for the WIC Program (Women, Infants & Children Supplemental Feed- 
ing). Vermont Dental Care Clinic services are available to residents of Pownal, 
ages 3-18 years. A senior craft shop (‘‘Creations by Generations’’) is co-funded 
by BOC and the Office on Aging. 


Approximately 63% of the clients served were low income below age 60; 37% were senior 
citizens.

further information.

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BENNINGTON COUNTY REGIONAL 
COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


The staff of the BCRC assisted the Planning Commission and individuals with various 
zoning requests during the past year. These ranged from procedural matters to more extensive 
site plan review. Some proposals were subject to Act 250 review and assistance was provided 
in assessing potential consequences on community services and water quality. Pownal joined 
the federal flood insurance program on 7/9/75. In order to become eligible, it adopted an 
interim flood hazard area by-law on 5/13/75 that meets minimum standards for construction 
and use of the flood plain. The State enabling legislation allows the adoption of an interim 
regulation such as this up to three years. The Legislature is considering an amendment to ex- 
tend this period. Otherwise, the Town will have to consider its adoption as a permanent by-law 
to maintain eligibility in the program. Detailed flood hazard maps are under preparation and 
when final flood elevations are published, the Town will have to consider more restrictive uses 
of the ‘‘Floodway’’ as opposed to the floodway fringe to maintain eligibility. Participation in 
the program allows for subsidized insurance, mortgages and disaster relief assistance in addi- 
tion to the basic need to protect flood plains and property owners. 


During the year, the commission updated the housing element for the region. This report in- 
cludes an inventory of housing in 1976, identifies housing problems and presents goals, poli- 
cies, and resources for meeting the needs in years to come. Most tables in the report include in- 
formation for each town in the region. The median selling price of a single-family home in the 
region, September-March, 1977, was $39,000. Half of the housing stock was estimated to be 50 
years old or older. 


The BCRC received a grant from the New England Regional Commission to study the feasi- 
bility of converting municipal and wood waste into an energy form, and to determine the feasi- 
bility of applying this technology to a rural environment. An advisory committee of the 
commission selected Sheaffer and Roland, Consultants, specializing in energy and solid waste, 
to prepare the technical aspects-of the project. 


The Commission continues to provide assistance to Bennington Regional Transit Inc. in 
management of mini bus services in Bennington, Shaftsbury, and Pownal. During its first year 
of operation, the buses carried over 27,000 passengers. Special service is offered for early 
morning work trips to industries in the area. Beginning in October 1977, BRTI also provides 
free rides on regular routes and special service for those living away from routes to elderly per- 
sons. This is supported by the local area Office on Aging. 


During the past year the BCRC responded to several requests from individuals and market- 
ing firms. Their main concern was the feasibility of establishing a new business. Some of the 
data requested included wages and income, labor force, transportation, community growth, 
services, etc. The BCRC conducted a survey of vacant commercial-industrial space for the state 
for possible referrals. Although the response was limited, another effort will be made to keep 
current files for referrals.

Annual Report to the Citizens of Pownal 
It is the goal of the Health Department to protect and improve the health of all Vermonters 
by providing services to the residents of each town without charge. During the past year we 


have provided the following services to the people of Pownal. 


426 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 
personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 


Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse program. 


Treatment for 215 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth 
Fairy and Denticaid Programs. 


Public Health Nurses made 81 individual public health visits to 29 persons. 


139 children received preventive health examinations and counselling at Well Child 
Conferences. 


110 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 

In a special program, 389 persons were immunized against swine flu. 

Through the Handicapped Children’s Program, diagnosis and treatment services for 
orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 28 children in an 


effort to reduce their handicaps. 


Through the Child Development Clinic | child received diagnostic and intensive follow- 
up services for suspected physical and/or mental retardation. 


4 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease from the Barre, Rut- 
land or other Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in Burling- 
ton: 


7 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against German measles 
(rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


39 other diagnostic blood tests, 
3 bacteriological and viral cultures, 


126 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water 
quality. 
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Through the Emergency Medical Services Program, the Health Department provided 
funds to help with the purchase of equipment for the Pownal Rescue Squad. 


204 people received nutritional education and food supplements through the Special 
Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants and Children (WIC). 


Through the Early Periodic Screening Detection and Treatment Program (EPSDT) 91 
children underwent medical evaluation and treatment. 


7 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer. 


Statewide, 400 emergency medical technicians were trained; 142,600 doses of vaccine were 
distributed to private physicians; 20 hospitals and 48 nursing homes were inspected and 
licensed; 3475 blood and breath samples were tested for alcohol content; 1951 restaurants were 
inspected; 2144 venereal disease treatments were paid for and 778 contacts were traced; 
material to test 38,825 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, public 
clinics, and schools; 150 industrial inspections affecting 13,174 workers were done; and 55 X- 
ray machines were inspected. | 


Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to your Town 
Health Officer Lura V. Adler. 


Your Town Clerk Rachel Mason received support and instruction in the handling of vital 
records from the Division of Public Health Statistics.

The Pownal Center Fire Protection Association answered some fifty calls for aid in fires and 
accidents during the year. 


Currently, ten members are enrolled in a 45-hour fire training school. Twenty of our mem- 
bers attended 2 weekend schools for a total of 32 hours along with volunteers from other 
Pownal volunteer fire departments. 


During the time of Pownal’s heavy rains, we answered calls from people in the community 
who had the misfortune of cellars flooding. The Department also answered calls and stood by 
for mutual aid calls from other departments of Bennington County. 


Prevention of fire still costs less than the fire itself. Common sense is better than the best fire 
department in the whole world. 


Received from Revenue Sharing Funds: $4,000.00. The money spent went for the purchase 
of a used 1959 Maxim fire truck for $6,000.00 (from the Town of Shaftsbury). To this truck 
was added $370.00 of hose, and an additional $106.06 was spent putting the new fire truck on 
the line. A total of $6,476.06. The truck which this 1959 Maxim replaced was sold to the Ben- 
nington Fire Department for $350.00, for use as a muster truck.

Renewal dues were paid to the Mutual Aide and a meeting of all Mutual Aide Departments 
was held at our fire house October 13, 1976. 


The Ford Tanker we had operated proved too light for the loads carried, therefore a second 
hand 1970 CO190 International was purchased and the tank transferred to it from the Ford, 
which was then sold. The pump from the old Seagrave was also transferred to the International 
and then it was sold. 


Memberts participated in the County Fire School held in Pownal. Three money raising 
projects were held during the year. A turkey shoot in September, a rifle raffle in November 
and the sale of Christmas trees in December, all proved quite profitable. 


Our truck was called out on a fire at Anibals in November, a grass fire at Van Ormans May 
1. We also flushed the sand and gravel out of the culvert by the Anibal corner. 


The East Pownal Fire Dept. used it’s $4,000 Revenue sharing monies for the purchase of 
necessary and useful equipment. Among the items purchased were a new base radio set, 


needed hose, and fire fighting clothing. The East Pownal Fire Department acknowledges and 
thanks those responsible for the funds.

POWNAL RESCUE SQUAD 


Town Report—July 1, 1976 thru June 30, 1977 


The Squad completed its eighteenth year with 193 calls and 197 patients, all medical emer- 
gencies of various nature within our town boundries. 


Thanks to voter approval last year of $1,000.00 in revenue sharing, the Rescue Squad was 
able to purchase a recording resuscitating training doll and a Harrigan cardiac resuscitator. 
The resuscitating doll was $894.68 with 5 tapes and the Harrigan resuscitator was $124.00. 


The units men put right to use the resuscitating doll in teaching students the skill of cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation, better known as CPR—BASIC LIFE SUPPORT. 


Through the sponsorship of Vermont Heart Association a CPR class was started April 25, 
1976 at the Rescue Squad Building in Pownal Center, with 20 students enrolling for 18 hours of 
CPR training, and on its completion, each received dual certification cards from the Vermont 
Heart Association and the American Red Cross, Bennington Chapter. Now having the training 
equipment available, a Squad policy was formulated that requires all squad members to pro- 
vide an acceptable tape recording of his CPR skill every six months. 


Emergency Medical Services of District 12 again sponsored the 84-hour emergency medical 
technician course and the 30-hour refresher course. We had 6 members in each course for a 
total of 720 student hours. 


At the January business meeting, a formation of teams was discussed and approved, to 
implement a team system for covering calls. Five 3-man teams were formed, covering Monday 
through Friday, and each one of these teams covering each Sth weekend. As of this report this 
has been working for 6 months now and has helped in response time. These five teams over this 
period have provided 4,368 man-hours of standby to respond to any medical emergency. The 
193 calls responded to employed 579 man-hours; traveling 3,329 miles. 


This year we are asking for $5,000.00 in revenue sharing for the purchase of a vehicle extrac- 
tion tool. 


A committe was appointed to draft by-law changes enabling the membership to be enlarged. 
This was done and the Rescue Squad can now carry a roster of 50 members so a recruiting drive 
is NOW In progress. 


Seventeen new members were enrolled and on September 9 a 54-hour advanced first Aid and 
emergency care course was started, with the new members probably seeing active duty by the 


first of the year. These results will show in next year’s report. 


The Squad has openings for new members. If you are interested, we will supply the training 
and first aid supplies at no cost to you.
